Inclusion of hotels in the 200 limit on liquor licenses, pro- 


hibition of the sale of liquor to women in saloons, reduction of 
licenses to 200 by July 1, 1914, prohibition of the liquor serving 
in hotel rooms, Tprohibition of the sale of liquor by restaurants ex- 
cepting with bona fide meals, elimination of the definition of 
a "vicinity" from which a protest against a saloon application 
will be accepted, creation of "dry" zones, the extension of the area 
ci protest in the "local option" zoues from 500 to 1000 feet are 
among the points favored by the league.

retained and the general average of 
rates of the House bill tras reduced 
about 4 per cent ad valorem.

SrGGESTIOXS ARE* MADE. 


Suggestions of the Public Welfare League for changes in liquor licenses 


are as loilows. 


1. The league favors the reduction of the liquor licenses in the City 


of Oakland to 200. beginning with saloons and cafes known to be violating 
laws regarding minors and other ordinances. 


2. Such reduction to be accomplished not later than July 1, 1914. 
3. Removal of saloons and cafes from proposed dry zones. 
4. The league is opposed to any increase of revenue to the city from 


liquor licenses. 


5. Hotels with bars to be included within the limit of 200 saloon li- 


censes granted. 


6. Restaurants to be permittee! to serve liquors with bona fide meals, 


but not to operate a bar. 


WOMEN" XOT TO BE SERVED. 


7. League emphatically favors introduction of a regulation that women 


be not served with liquor in any saloon, suggesting the introduction of a 
section to read as follows' 


"It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, serve, or give away in 


any saloon any intoxicating liquor, or any other beverage of any kind to 
any female person; and it shall be unlawful for any female person to pur- 
pose or otherwise obtain, or to drink any intoxicating liquor or any bev-x 
erage of any kind in any saloon." 


8. The league favors certain specific changes of ordinance, as pro- 


posed:

Section 1. The league suggests that words "or delivered" be inserted

Some historians give September 25, 1913, as the date of 


grihTtt'n discovery. Others fix September 26 as the day. If the 
latter be correct, the four hundredth anniversary of Balboa's dis- 
"iwy was commemorated by sending a vessel from the Atlantic 
fe the Pacific through a -waterway the Spanish 
conquistador 


Since Balboa's time an interoceanic canal at Panama has en- 


groesed the attention of engineers, statesmen, sc^ntists and mer- 
chants. Thomas Jefferson gave the project profound study, and 
when he represented the old colonial confederation at the court 


44- 


dir he perceived that the Colonies which had just gained their 
independence had a paramount interest in any canal which might 
be excavated on the isthmus. He foresaw that the connection of 
the two oceans by canal was inevitable, and he was solicitous that 
the Colonies should be in partnership with any such enterprise. 
Even then he was opposed to the idea of any single European 
Dower controlling the waterway between the Atlantic and Pacific. 


Jellerson was the most imaginative biatbsman of the Iie\OiU- 


*!on*»!y jv>H<v? The Colonies had scarce gained their independence 
before he began to look forward to a time when the new nation 
would gain possession of the mouth of the Mississippi and a foot- 
hold on the Pacific. He made the bargain with Alexander Ham- 
ilton which established the seat of government at Washington. 
He bought the Louisiana territory from Napoleon, and sent Lewis 
And Clark across the continent to take possession in the name 
of the United States and plant the American flag on the shores 
of the Pacific 
at 
the mouth 
of the Columbia. 
With 


a 
prescience almost prophetic Jefferson 
discerned 
even 


before the Federal government was permanently 
organized 


that a canal at Panama was the key to the destiny of 
the American republic. He perceived that the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi, the Pacific Coast and Panama were the strategic points 
commanding the course of national development. 


Balboa's dream has come true, and Jefferson's statesman- 


ship has been vindicated. All three of the great strategic points 
which Jefferson perceived would ultimately give commercial and 
political control on this hemisphere are in the possession of the 
L'nHed States. Possession of tiie mouth of the Mississippi gave 
us actual possession of the mouth of the Columbia—converted a 
shadowy claim into a reality. The canal at Panama is a natural 
sequence of the Louisiana Purchase. The annexation of Texas 
and the acquisition of California, Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada 
and portions of Colorado and Utah were a logical consequence of 
r'-.e acquisition of the Mississippi from its source to its month. 
Having stretched our dominion across the continent a canal at 
Panama was necessary to protect the sea approaches on both 
sides. 


The American flag waves at Panama, the mouth of the Mis- 


sissippi and the mouth- of the Columbia, and the scheme of 
national greatness pictured in Jefferson's mind when the infant 
Colonies were still squabbling over a scheme of government is 
realized. Balboa's title to immortality is acknowledged, but the 
breadth and grasp of Jefferson's statesmanship has as yet re- 
ceived but tardy recognition. Many of his countrymen perceive 
in him only a tricky and insincere politician flattering the people 
and stabbing his enemies with artfully worded letters, but he was 
the greatest political genius this country ever produced. 


Former President Roosevelt touched the heart of the im- 


peachment trial in JNew iorK wnen ne baiu us piupuoe 
give the boss of Tammany Hall unrestricted control of all 
branches of government in the Empire State. William Sulzer is 
a pitiful example of moral debasement, but it so happens in this 
instance that he stands between the people and a predatory or- 
ganization criminal in type and purpose. The object of getting 
him removed from office is to place Boss Murphy in complete 
control of the State government The offenses Sulzer is charged 
with committing were committed prior to his entering upon his 
duties as Governor, and were not even remotely connected with 
the performance of his official functions. Tammany has simply 
employed his gambling in the stock market with campaign funds 
as a pretext to get rid of an obstacle to nefarious designs. Despite 
his moral turpitude Sulzer has not betrayed the people as Gover- 
nor. Had he been willing to do so he would not have been im- 
peached.

With the nice regard for fact and sense that is its dominant 


characteristic the Enquirer opens an editorial with this eloquent 
outburst: 


"Away yonder toward the vanishing point of the icy north- 


ern Atlantic heaves and sets with the turbulent tide the anchor- 
less Sargasso Sea. No man knows whence it came or whither it 
is bound." 


The so-called Sargasso Sea is not a sea at all. It has no 


boundaries other than the Atlantic ocean, the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Carribean Sea. It is nowhere near the vanishing point of the 
ttoxUibrn Atlantic and it is not anchorless. It lies mainly below 
the thirty-fifth parallel and it is shallow. Nor is it turbulent. It 
i8 simply a dead eddy, or series of great eddies, in the ocean, and 
is nearly tideless. It is shunned by navigators because it is shoal 
water and is almost always in a perpetual calm. Vast masses of 


^aquatic vegetation and the absence of winds make it dangerous

Rabies and Dog-Muzzling. 


Commissioner Turner gives notice to dog-owners that they 


must muzzle their pets, as the law requires, or he will enforce 
the law. 
Thfe law will never be obeyed till it is enforced. Mr. 


Turner will accomplish more by enforcing the law than by beg- 
ging people to obey it. Naturally a great many good people find 
the muzzling ordinance obnoxious. They sympathize with their 
dogs more than they do with the children of people who do not 
own dogs. Every dog-owner is convinced that his dog will not 
get rabies and will not bite. If the ordinance is unnecessary, it 
should be repealed. If it is necessary, it should be enforced. 


Dr. Ewer, the health officer, says rabies are abroad in the 


town. He ought to know, and we are confident he would not give 
out a false alarm. 
JNo one will question tne wisaom of protect 


ing people, especially children, from the infection of rabies. All 
the dogs m town, and we have many beautiful and valuable ani- 
mals here, are not worth the life of one child. Nobody wants to 
be bitten by a dog even if he be not mad. Many people object 
to being forced into companionship with strange dogs on the 
street cars. Non-dog-owners have rights which should be re- 
spected. But the lover of dogs is apt to be inconsiderate of the 
feelings of others. 


A short time ago in New York a mad dog ran into a school- 


house and bit three children. But for the courage of the princi- 
pal, a woman, and the timely arrival of a policeman, a dozen 
more would have been bitten. Had the dog been muzzled he 
could not have mangled and infected with a horrible virus help- 
less children. Probably his owner deemed the muzzling ordi- 
nance foolish and unnecessary. But he did not appear to claim 
his dog after the children were bitten. That is always the way. 


For many years we have cherished the belief that dogs do 


not get babies in California. But they do, or medical testimony 
is worthless. Once rabies gets among the dogs of a town incal- 
culable mischief may result if the spread of the distemper is not 
arrested by muzzling the animals. The time and necessity forj 
doing this cannot safely be left to the discretion, or whim, of the 
minority who own dogs.

San Joaquin County Farmers 


Receive Big Sum for 


Shipments. 


STOCKTON, Sept 29.—Grape growers 


!n Northern San Joaquin county are re- 
ceiving more than $20,000 a day for their 
shipments to the Eastern market and for 
deliveries to local wineries. The average 
dally shipment is about twenty-five cars, 
and the average price received by the 
grower per car Is about $5S5. This is fig- 
ured upon a basis of 75 cents per crate, I 
with 10 cents deducted for crates, leaving i > 
65 cents for the grower, ana based upon 
• 


an average of 900 crates to the car. 


From this it is found that $439,335 will 


already shipped, and if the es- 


timate of 1500 cars is correct, the grow- 
ers will receive J»77,oi'0 lor tne tokay 
crop. 


Add to this amount $250,000 for 25,000 


tons of wine grapes that will be crushed 
by fee West wineries, and the total for 
the grape crop is 51,127,500 for this sea- 
son, to say nothing of the number of cars 
of wine grapes snipped bv independent 
buyers ana grapes crushed at the "Wood- 
bridge wineries.
